dards of life till they are finally crushed 
and helpless. 

" What a grotesque travesty of the 
attitude of this country! 'The aim of 
our foreign policy is now, as always, to 
establish a peaceful world where each 


nation can pursue its occupations in 
security and confidence 


'Meanwhile we have been reminded 
that Europe is not the only centre of 
disturbance in the world by recent 
events in the Far East. A local dispute 
between ourselves and the Japanese 
over the alleged complicity of certain 
Chinese in à murder has been followed 
by à blockade of the British and French 
Concessions in 'Tientsin and by high- 
handed and intolerably insulting treat- 
ment of British subjects by Japanese 
soldiers. 

“The matter has been further compli- 
cated by public statements on the part 
of local Japanese officials making the 
incident a pretext for far-reaching and 
quite inadmissible claims for an altera- 
tion of the policy which we and other 
Governments have hitherto followed in 
these regions. s 

“Up to the present no formal claims 
of this character have been put forward 


by the Japanese Government, and if 
the issue is confined to the original 


subject of dispute it ought to be pos-|: 


sible to settle it by negotiation. 

“But I am bound to add that no 
British Government could submit to dic- 
tation from another Power as to its 
foreign policy, and I trust, therefore, 
that we are right in supposing that the 
Japanese Government has no intention 
of condoning the brutal acts of their 
oldiers or of challenging the rights and 
interests of the British people in China.

"It is perhaps an example of the 
irony of fate that during the last 12 
months I who have so often proclaimed

Every year the most venturesome British youths head 
for the Arctic wastes, risking their lives in order to add 
to our knowledge of natural science and meteorological 


conditions. 

What is the mystery of that land of 
and whales and walrus, where brave 
men die of cold and hunger; yet the 
Eskimos, the simplest people in the 
world, live on in their primitive snow- 
igloos, amid Stone Age customs ? 

‘Ask Peter Freuchen. He knows more 
about the Arctic and its Eskimos than 
anyone else in the worid. 


This Danish explorer was the first 


white man to cross the Northern Ice 
Cap of Greenland. By dog-sledge, in 
three months, he crossed those thousand 
perilous miles . . . and discovered the 
original home, and intimate customs, of 
the Eskimo people. 

That’s why the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany sent Freuchen into Canada's Arctic 
wastes. to learn the secrets and customs 
of the Central Eskimos, perhaps the 
least understood of all peoples living 
within the Empire. 

That's why, when. meteorological 
charts are needed to determine advance 
weather conditions for new air routes, 
Freuchen's Arctic maps and scientific 
charts are consulted. 


The Eclipse 


In this quest, to which many were 
called and few chosen, why did 
Freuchen survive ? In four little words 
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. he reveals the reason: “ Because I went

In Thule, the northermost district in 
the world, live the “ Neighbours of the 
North Pole,” the Greenland Eskimos. 
To-day, all was desolation in that 
Arctic village. Families sat wailing 
inside their igloos—houses made of 
snow blocks and draped inside by 
skins. .

He was wearing a fur two-piece 
suit, the coat was made of twelve blue- 
fox skins, and the hood of white fox.

* Rotten!" came the gleeful exclama- 
tion. For to the Eskimos rotten meat 
is a delicacy. ‘They have no bread or 
vegetables. Their choicest treats are 
the clams found inside the stomach of a 
walrus. 

With his axe the host chipped the 
skin in two. The blubber he cut out, 
as the lamps needed oil Then he cut 
the leather hide into portions about 
five inches ~quare, spreading them over 
the floor. y 

This hide cannot be eaten, but it is 
lined with a thick layer of softer skin, 
which has a refreshing flavour. 

The meat frozen underneath the skin 
was the main dish. It must be eaten 
raw and frozen; cooking gives it a 
strong, unappetising whale flavour.. The 
hostess produced serviettes of bird 
skin, made from her husband’s dis- 
carded shirt. 

“ Have we coffee enough for all?” he 
anxiously whispered. 

“You know I never throw away the 
coffee-grounds," sb» said. She kept 
them frozen outside the house; this 
would be the third time she would 
thaw them out, and brew coffee again.

Being alone in the Arctic wasn’t 
much fun. Even that constant day- 
light grew monotonous: the summer 
sun shines steadily, without setting, 
four months long. 

Yet the nineteen-years-old . Danish 
youth must keep this lonely vigil for 
about a year. Each day he climbed 
that mountain lying close to the large 
glacier which covers the interior of 
Greenland. Lying 3,000 ft: above sea- 
level, its cliffs were almost perpendi- 
cular, yet he had to scale them to make 
weather observations. 


Talking Alone 


For meteorological research, he had 
to record daily every. change in tem- 
perature; every variation of the baro- 
meter. 

But how would he manage this climb 
every day in winter, when darkness 
covers the Arctic for four long months? 

“While it's still daylight, I must 
memorise this climb. TIl learn every 
crevasse, every foothold, every ledge; 
then I'l be able to go up the mountain 
in the dark, without breaking my neck. 
Don't you agree, Mrs. Teapot?” 

But no one answered him. He was 
alone in that grim cabin, yet kept on 
talking; next time, he addressed the 
round pot in which he boiled blubber.

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Private Lives 


For his discoveries and maps and 
museum Specimens many nations 
awarded him honours and orders of 
merit. 

His folk-tales of Eskimo life were 
filmed as real-life sagas of the Frozen 
North. , 

But the tenderest story is his own 
idyll of the frozen snows, It began 
when he met Navarana. 

She was the granddaughter of 
Mequasaq, respected by all because he 
taught the natives how to use bow and 
arrow and to make skin boats. 

He himself had been born in Canada 
and had come to Greenland after can- 
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nibals had carried off his mother to be’ 


eaten. He had lost an eye and suffered 
severe wounds in that fracas. . 

Navarana didn't suspect that Peters- 
suaq-of-the-Summer-Whiskers wanted 
to marry her. For Eskimos are not 
romantic; no courtship takes place. 

When a hunter returns with a 
woman on his sledge, everyone assumes 
that he will marry her that night. No 
one asks how he met his bride, or 
where. 

No one could be tactless enough to 
congratulate the newly married couple, 
who would be very much embarrassed! 
Why? They think it indelicate to refer 
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of Greenland,

to the fact that the bride has emerged 
from girlhood to wifehood. 

Wedding presents are not expected, 
and are not welcome: the newlyweds 
would regard it an intrusion into their 
private life. They consider white folk 
to be very tactless in having elaborate 
wedding celebrations and in accepting 
presents. 

A huge seal, hunted by Freuchen, 
provided his wedding feast. Then the 
bridal pair set off, by sledge, towards 
the ice-cap, into Northern Greenland. 

The bride expected to spend her time 
as other Eskimo wives do, preparing the 
furs and skins brought back by their 
husbands from their hunting trips. 

But a new life began for Navarana. 
She accompanied Freuchen’s expedi- 
tions, even driving the dog-sledges! 

When her son was born, the mother 
widened her fur hood, put the baby 
inside it, and kept on travelling. That

LL over Germany a relentless 
secret war is being waged be- 
tween the Gestapo, Hitler's 
secret police, and a band of 
courageous men and women, 

numbering at the most about five 
thousand. 

These latter are determined to en- 
lighten the German people as to the 
true situation in Germany and to the 
menace of war which hangs over them 
as a result of Herr Hitlers ruthless 
plans for the domination of Europe. 

They work with the full knowledge 
that their lives are forfeit if they are 
discovered, and many of their comrades 
have already been executed for '' treason 
to the State.’ 

But when Herr Schmidt one day dis- 
appears, there 1s a Herr Braun to step 
into his place at once, for the organisa- 
tion, which is out to destroy Hitlerism 
before Hitlerism destroys Germany, is 
composed of fanatics who care nothing 
for their lives, out only for the cause 
which they regard as holy and well 
worth dying for 

The organisation includes men and 
women of all classes, from former pro- 
minent zovernment officials to small 
shopkeepers, hairdressers, factory 
workers and office typists. 

They carry out their work in small 
groups scattered over all Germany, and 
receive their instructions from head- 
quarters, which are constantly changed 
by the most devious and ingenious 
means 

Fo: example, Fraulein Kahr, a typist 
in a .arge Berlin firm, a model worker 
who gives every satisfaction to her em- 
ployers and regularly says “ Heil Hitler” 
to visitors, one morning receives a letter 
at her home from her friend Herr Red- 
lich, in which he invites her to join him 
and some friends-on a boating trip on 
the Wansee Lake outside Berlin next 
Sunday. 

She goes meets three men and & 
couple of women, and they all go for ^ 
sail in Herr Redlich's yacht, far from 
intruding eyes or ears. But when she 
gets home that evening Frl, Kahr takes 
out of her blouse a hundred thin sheets 
of printed paper and she spends a 
couple of hours.in her locked room put- 
ting them in envelopes and addressing 
them to names taken out of the tele- 
phone directory 


Forbidden News 


And next morning, before she goes to 
work she puts the envelopes cautiously 
into a dozen pillar boxes in the various 
parts of Berlin 

And that evening a hundred men and 
women in Berlin get a letter, and in- 
side they find a miniature copy of the 
forbidden Communist newspaper " Rote 
Fahne "—"Red  Flag"—which tells 
them that things they never dreamed 
of were happening in Germany and 
the world. for they had not read about 
them in their daily newspapers nor 
heard of them in the,German broad- 
casts. They read. for instance. that 
Germany was regarded as a menace 
to the peace of the world by millions 
of people in foreign countries, that 
President Roosevelt had warned Hitler 
that the U.S. would be against him if 
he committed any further act of 
aggression, that Great Britain and 
France were preparing to fight Ger- 
many rather than submit to German 
domination in Europe. that Hitler was 
one of the most hatei men in the 
world. 

Of the hundred recipients of the 
letter, probably eighty quickly burned 
it and said nothing to anyone, for it 
is not wise to talk about such things 
in Hitler Germany. 

But the information they had ob- 
tained had startled them and had 
made them think, at least, and that is 
all Frl Kahr and her co-workers had 
expected or desired. A seed had fallen 
into the ground, and perhaps one day 
it would bear fruit. 

Ten of the recipients of the letter 
had discussed it with their closest 
friends and relatives, people whom 
they could absolutely trust, and some 
of those again had discussed it with 
other close friends. 

Thus the circle of those who learn 
something new about the international 
situation is ever being widened in Ger- 
many, despite the efforts of the Gestapo 
to put an end to the enlightenment of 
the German people. 


Secret Forces 


Superficially, Berlin is much the same 
as it was in pre-Nazi days. The streets 
are kept as clean as ever, and are bril- 
liantly illuminated at night, the cafés 
and restaurants are crowded, the 
cabarets and dance places have been 
“cleaned up” by the moral Nazi city 
fathers, and are dull, but are neverthe- 
less well patronised by Germans, if not 
by foreigners, and the shops and big 
stores seem to have everything that 
money can buy. 

But all is not gold that glitters, and 
beneath the surface of (Berlin's ap- 
parent prosperity and lightheartedness, 
secret forces are at work striving des- 
perately to undermine the imposing 
looking edifice created by the Nazis. and 
to make the German masses conscious 
of the terrible danger which Hitler and 
his régime constitute for Germany. 

When I was in Berlin during the first 
year of Hitlers régime I knew Herr 
Diels well Herr Diels was the 
Inspector-General of the German Secret 
police in those days. He was a young 
man, about thirty-six, black haired. 
rather Oriental-looking in a way, but 
handsome, fond of Berlin night life, 
parties and the ladies, a good com- 
panion. and, personally, a pleasant man. 

His main task was to ferret out the 
secret enemies of the régime, and he 
told me sometimes of the ingenious 
means they adopted to circulate their 
propaganda and ideas. 

A small hand-printing press would be 
discovered one day by his men in a 
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cellar in a highly respected shoemaker's 
shop, which was turning out seditious 
pamphlets by the hundred; a couple of 
suitcases left in a railway cloakroom 
would be full of anti-Hitler literature 
ready for distribution; Herr Jessels, the 
hairdresser to whom he went for his 
haircut, had been arrested for sending 
through the post hundreds of copies of 
Hitler's last peace speech in the Reichs- 
tag with some.extremely caustic com- 
ments appended to it by an unknown 
author. 

Herr Diels certainly had a busy iife 
in those days, and his successor, Herr 
Himmler, finds his post no easier, for 
the subterranean  anti-Hitler ‘propa- 
ganda is going on as intensively as 
ever in Germany now, after six years 
of Hitler's rule. 

I found this out during my recent 
visit to Berlin, when I called on my oid 
friend Hans K, about whom the less 
said in this article the better. 


Post Propaganda 


Al I wil say is that Hans is an 
elderly man who was a staunch and 
prominent Socialist worker in the old 
days. He still is, although he makes 
allthe motions of being a good Nazi 
by dutifully saying “ Heil Hitler" when 
it is wise to do so. 

The police suspect him and have 
raided his little shop and home twice 
during the past year, but they found 
nothing for Hans is a cautious man. 

Some customers chat with him 
sometimes and always begin their talk 
with a certain remark, and they 
generally leave with him all sorts of 
samples of goods they want to sell, or 
prospectuses and advertisements, 

And Hans often sends these to 
friends and to possible customers 
whose names he finds in the telephone 
directory. 

Can Hans help it if inside the pro-

ROUBLE was brewing aboard

spectus or the sample is a thinly 
printed sheet of paper which makes 
unkind and  uncomplimentary  re- 
marks about Hitler and Goering and 
Goebbels and other rulers of Nazi 
Germany? 

Or if the advertisement for a tooth- 
paste or a face cream proves to be, 
when every second printed word is 
read, a manifesto by the German Free- 
dom Party urging German workers to 
rise and overthrow the men who are 
bringing ruin to Germany? 

And who would not open a letter 
with a transparent cover showing in- 
side the envelope beautiful stamps 
which anyone would like to add to their 
collection or give away? But under- 
neath the stamps was a pamphlet con- 
taining an appeal to the German 
people by famous German intellec- 
tuals in exile such as Thomas Mann, 
to revert to democracy and to abandon 
the policy of racial hatred and intoler- 
ance which has made Germany “a 
shame and a hissing" in the world. 

So harassed has Himmler become by 
this persistent and clever propaganda 
through the post that he has stationed 
spies near letter-boxes, watching for 
people who post more than three or 
four letters at a time, Those doing so 
are stopped in the streét, while the spy 
opens the letter-box with a key with 
which he is provided, 

Thousands of letters are scrutinised 
every day in post offices throughout 
Germany, but because it is impossible 
to open the millions that go througn 


the mail thousands of the anti-Hitler - 


pamphlets reach their destinations. 
driving Himmler and Goebbels frantic 
with rage. 
Another form of propaganda which 
is carried out by the agents of the 
secret anti-Hitler organisation, and

authority on the domestic problems 

which face the Nazi leaders. 


which is extremely dangerous for them, 
is to paste during the night on walls, 
letter boxes, hoardings, trees, and so on, 
small posters with caustic slogan or 
comment such as “ Butter is better than 
guns,” “Hitlerism means war,” “ Ger- 
mans, awake,” “ We shall be free again,” 
“Down with Hitler.” 

I was told by Hans K. of a slogan 
posted on a tree in the Grunewald 
forest which was seen on a fine Sunday 
by thousands before it was torn down 
by a stormtrooper 

Arrows in red on other trees led one 
to it. It read: “ Hitler is mad, Goering 
is crazy, Goebbels is a lunatic. These 
are your masters, Germans. How long, 
O Lord?” 

Not only are these propaganda leaf- 
lets delivered by post. Sometimes they 
are found by the housewife in her 
empty milkbottle outside her door, 
sometimes in the morning newspaper. 
I was told that a furious attack on 
Nazi-ism was even discovered printed on 
rolls of toilet paper supplied to thou- 
sands of householders. 

What makes Himmler particularly 
angry is the fact that these leaflets 
reach many of his own secret service 
men and stormtroopers, for the anti- 
Hitlerites have a sense of humour and 
a nice discrimination. 


The Voice 


As I have said, hundreds of the Free- 
dom party’s devoted workers have been 
discovered by the Gestapo and now 
languish in concentration camps, while 
dozens, regarded as specially danger- 
ous, have been shot. 

But the work goes on, and knowledge 
is gradually seeping through to the 
German masses. 

It may take a long time before the 
incessant underground work of the 
“moles” has an effect, but one day, so 
they hope, the German people will 
realise whither Hitlerism is leading 
Germany, and then the day of retri- 
bution will come, 

Himmler, Goebbels and the Nazi 
authorities may publicly ridicule the 
efforts of the anti-Hitlerites and assert 
that they number only a few thousands 
of Germany's millions, but in their 
hearts they fear the work they are 
doing. Hence the unrelenting warfare 
against them and the merciless fate 
which they meet when trapped. 

In this secret war the Gestapo have 
not only the written word to contend 
with. They have also to try.to stop 
Germans from hearing what they don't 
want them to hear—namely, the truth 
about conditions in and outside Ger- 
many, 

And here the " German Freedom 
League " is active and has been for the 
past five years. Frequently when a Ger- 
man household turns on the radio a 
voice is heard giving news in German 
which makes the householder sit up 
and gasp, for it tells him things which 
the German broadcasting stations 
would never tell him. 


It brings to him summaries of 


speeches by world-famous personages 
which he has not read in his news- 


papers, and it always closes with the 
promise to come again at a certain 
hour, 

Nobody knows where this voice comes 
from or where the station is, for it is a 
portable one and can be packed away 
and hidden promptly. 


. Broadcast News 


One such station was discovered re- 
cently by the Gestapo, and a dozen 
people as a result are awaiting trial 
before the “People’s Court," which 
means that. probably a dozen heads will 
roll soon, ~“ 

But other stations are carrying on, 
some from inside Germany, others from 
abroad, and the Gestapo are at their 
wits’ end to find some means of coun- 
tering this form of propaganda, 

Incidentally, I heard in Berlin that 
the B,B.C. broadcasts in German are 
heard by a good many thousand people, 
but these are, of course, only a tiny 
percentage of listeners, One Berliner 
complained to me that what Germans 
wanted to hear from the B.B.C. was 
what was going on in Germany, rather 
than speeches by British statésmen in 
the House of Commons and official 
communiqués on international affairs. 


Members of the * German Freedom 
League" are not all Communists or 
Socialists. 


On the contrary, there are many 
former German  Nationalists in the 
League, many ex-officers, many former 
Government officials, many writers and 
journalists who were never, and are not 
now, the ^Bolshevist Reds," as Dr. 
Goebbels describes them, 

Goebbels's allegation that Jews are at 
the bottom of the anti-Hitler under- 
ground campaign is also untrue, for 
Jews are not permitted to join the or- 
ganisation, as they are too closely 
watched. 

If Goebbels could only meet some of 
those who are actively countering the 
propaganda dished out to the German 
Press and broadcast by the “ Ministry 
of Propaganda and Popular Enlighten- 
ment." he would get a surprise. for he 
would see some prominent personages 
of pre-Hitler days, pure Aryans whose 
sole crime is that they will not bow 
down and worship the Fuehrer, but are 
wicked enough to regard him as a bad 
German who nas made their beloved 
Germany ‘ Pubic Enemy No, 1" in the 
eyes of the world 

It is the sheep-like and disci- 
plined mentality of the kindly, friendly 
German wno wants war no more than 
we do that the “German Freedom 
League" and the anti-Hitlerites inside 
and outside Germany are trying to 
influence 

The task 1s difficult and time alone 
can show whether their efforts will meet 
with success. If they do, they will have 
deserved well, not only of their own 
country, but of all people whose desire 
is peace.

DEATH OF SIR 


FREDERICK HOBDAY | | 


Honorary veterinary surgeon to the} 
King, Professor Sir Frederick Hobday | 
died yesterday at Droitwich, where he 
had been receiving treatment. He was 
sixty-nine. 

Sir Frederick qualified as a veterinary 
surgeon in May, 1892, and his work be- 
came renowned throughout the world. 
For nine years until 1937 he was Prin- 
cipal and Dean of the Royal Veterinary 
College, which he rebuilt and reorgan- 
ised to make it one of the most scienti- 
fically equipped institutions of its kind 
in the world. 

He was knighted in 1933, and since 
1937 had been Emeritus Professor of Sur- 
gery ‘of the Royal Veterinary College. 
It was the first occasion on which the 
title of Emeritus Professor had been 
conferred by a British veterinary college 
on a member of its staff.

of Cecil Rhodes were negotiating for 
the region: 

The ruler of Katanga, the tyrannical 
Sultan Msiri, refused to sign treaties or 
become subservient to any European 
nation. The British finally left the 
country. f 

Captain Stairs thereupon approached 
the Sultan and his story is told in a 
letter which he wrote to a missionary : — 

“I arrived on the 14th, and asked 

Msiri to take the flag of the State 

(Belgium), which he refused. On the 

19th 1 put it up in spite of him, 


“The next day he was to make 
‘black brotherhood’ with me, but re- 
fused to come. .So 1 sent two officers 
and 100 men to tell him to come. 

“He refused, ordered his men to 
cock their guns and drew his sword, 
one that I had given him as a present 
only the day before. 

“On this, Captain Bodson, one 0j 
my officers, drew his revolver and shot 
Msiri dead. There was a great com- 
motion but the country now is quiet 
ana. breathes treely, since relievcG 
from the brutal tyranny oj Msiri. NC 
more heads will be stuck on poles.

Protests Have 
Lost Their Punch 


VER was friendship with 

America and unity within 
the Empire more necessary, for all the 
free peoples of the world are threatened 
in this Gay and age by the spirit of law- 
lessness and intolerance that prevails 
in countries which are no longer free. 


The old-time manners—and manner- 
isms—of the old diplomacy are clean 
out of fashion in the modern world and 
the lenguage habitual to our own 
Foreign Office and Embassies abroad is 
almost a dead language in many foreign 
lands. In fact, polite protests have lost 


' their punch. 


The reason I mention this change in 
diplomatic methods and manners is 
that we are now at the very peak of a 
gra52t diplomatic "crisis." 


Japanese military authorities in China’ 
act with increasing truculence. 


What is their motive? It must go 
far beyond the original and compara- 
tively trifling dispute at Tientsin, but 
it can scarcely go so far as the pro- 
fessed desire to make all China a purely 
Japanese reserve. 


Indeed, the Japanese. facing nothing 
but stalemate in China, are playing an 
intricate and dangerous game directed 
mainly against this country. 'They are 
very wary of the United States, but 
they go out of their way to tweak the 
Lion's tail. 


The timing of the Tientsin and 
Swatow moves strongly suggests an at- 
tempt to divert our attention from 
Europe at the very moment when our 
negotiations with Russia have reached 
an almost final stage. 


* 


O a large extent Japan is 

bluffing, but the bluff cannot 
easily be “called” by mere protests, 
however “sharp.” It has to be met 
by language that the Japanese can 
understand. 


Admiral Yarnell, Commander-in- 
Chief of the U.S. Asiatic Fleet, can 
evidently speak this language. His 
answer to the Japanese “ultimatum ” 
which demanded the withdrawal of all 
foreign warships from the Treaty Port 
of Swatow was short and not too 
sweet. 


“The American Navy,” he said, “ will 
go wherever necessary to protect 
Americans requiring assistance.” We 
did not reply so plainly in words, but 
two destroyers, one British and one 
American, steamed immediately up- 
river into Swatow harbour.

Curiosity And 
Nuisance Values 


THER times, other manners;

He is for the moment the 
biggest attraction, but that is chiefly 
because he's a giant and extremely rare. 
Nobody takes much notice of the little 
pandas. 


But I also remarked keen public in- 
terest in the Black Widow Spider, the 
most deadly insect in the world, and it 
struck me as odd and perhaps signi- 
ficant that fame in the Zoo depends 
chiefly upon curiosity or nuisance 
values, 'The most poisonous pests and 
the most comic clowns get all the lime- 


light.

UISANCE values have soared 
too high of recent years. 
Many people have a sneaking admira- 
tion for any kind of big “success.” 
They can't realise that the happiness 
of the world depends upon the happi- 
ness of the "little man" and that the 
first duty of Government is to make the 
country safe and fit for him to live in. 


Take the case of the profiteer. No- 
body admires the ordinary profiteer: 
he's just a pest, but if he can pile up 
millions instead of mere thousands the 
chances are that he will be given a 
peerage and die greatly lamented as 
one of our public philanthropists. 


In other words, to *get away with 
murder" nowadays you have to be in 
a big way of business!

ET us be thankful that the 
Government has at last de- 
cided to cast a wide net for the big 
profiteers in armaments. “ A.P.D.”— 
Armaments Profits Duty—takes the 


place of the old “E.P.D.”—Excess 
Profits Duty—of the war days. 


But you need a closé mesh and a 
stronz weave to hold the big fish, 
Many & big shark broke through the 
old E.P.D. net though the little fish 
were caught. 


“A.P.D.” ignores the smaller pro- 
fiteers altogether. Sixty per cent. will 
be levied on excess arms profits when 
annual business totals at least £200,000, 


but, when the Government contracts 


are less important, it looks as though 
the profiteer may keep what he can. 


Fortunately there is still time to re- 
vise the details of the Government pro- 
posals, and the only comment I have 
to make for the moment is that it is 
always simpler to prevent high profits 
than to tax them after they have been 
made.

NOTHER cheerful little piece 

of financial news is Sir John 
Simon's decision to abandon the new 
film tax, which would have put British 
news-reel almost out of business and 
might have hit you and me pretty hard 
by forcing the cinemas to charge higher 
prices or cut their programmes. 


Sir John had to think twice— 
twice.  Foregoing the new revenue 
from the films meant finding the 
money from another source. And, to 
do this, he has decided to retain the 
duty on patent medicines. 


The Opposition wanted to know what 
such a double change of mind could 
possibly mean. Somebody on the other 
side of the House said it meant 
* Democracy." 


So it does—up to a point. Statesmen 
are free to change their minds in a 
democratic government, and it is much 
wiser for them to do so than to persist 
in a course which is clearly unsound as 
well as unpopular. 


The fact remains that a Chancellor of 
first-class ability doesn’t need to think 
twice: he makes a good job of his 
Budget in the first place. 


HERE are several other items 

of recent news worth talking 

over, but space runs short. I do hope, 

however, that you noticed the debate in 

the House of Lords the other day upon 

the declining birth rate, the subject of 
our front page “lead” last Sunday. 


They talked it over, too, and at some 
length, but they got no farther than 
talk. Lord Dawson of Penn, who knows 
very well that economic conditions have 
a lot to do with this problem, advocated 
a family allowance to encourage parents 
to have more children. 


But the Government fought shy of 
this suggestion. It refuses even to set 
up a Royal Commission to study the 
whole question, the reason being, no 
doubt, that, though the reports of Royal 
Commissions can be and often are 
ignored for years and years, they do 
sometimes suggest definite action. 


And that is a most uncomfortable sug- 
gestion for any Government that doesn’t 
intend to act. Ours will not act in this 
matter because there is no population 
shortage just now, and no danger of one 
during the lifetime of the present Par- 
liament. à

I will add this. The big shots should 
elect more Ipswichs. Ignore the recom- 
mendations of the Third Division clubs. 
if they won't see the light, and give the 
outsiders a break. It can be done.
